Board May Halt 
House-To-House 
Bread Delivery 


By R. K. CARNEGIE 

OTTAWA, Aug. 7—(CP) In its 
effort te prevent increases in the 
Price of bread to consumers the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
may halt house-to-house delivery 
of bread in Canada, 

One reaction to the board's order 
Tuesday night stopping the sale of 
sliced loaves, special delivery of 
bread to private customers and use 
of multi-colored or double wrap- 
pers, effective August 11, was tne 
query “why don't you stop house- 
to-house delivery altogether?” it 
was said at the board's office Mon- 
day. 

BEING CONSIDERED 

The board's reply was that it is 
being considered and such a step 
may have to be taken to keep bread 
Prices down, 

Bread is one of the most import- 
Qnt items in the cost-of-living in- 
dex. Accordingly the board said it 
was realized any stepping up in 
bread prices would be a serious set- 
back in the fight to keep down the 
cost of living. 

At present retail prices for a 1% 
pound loaf run eight, nine and 10 
cents with certain chain stores 
selling bread at. 7% cents over the 
counter. With prices of materials 
used in bread production and labor 
costs tending to increase there has 
been considerable complaint fram 
cer‘ain firms that they could not 
make both ends meet at these prices. 

Board officials said these firms 
had been told to study means of re- 
ducing costs. 


SAVING TO BAKERS 

By stopping the slicing of bread 
and special private delivery by 
bakers, there will be a considerable 
saving to bakers, the board held. 

It was said the board may yet 

call on bakers to use a less ex- 
pensive paper than that in which 
bread is now being wrapped, but 
the problem of stopping house-to- 
house delivery is a big one, Of- 
ficials agreed there was much 
labor wasted in bread rigs of rival 
bakeries perading the streets call- 
from house to house delivering 
bread. 

Most “households are served daily 
by their grocers and the board holds 
there is No particular reason why 
bread should not be bought at the 
stores as is the case with meat and 
other commodities in daily use. 


SELLING COST HIGH 

In 1931 inquiry into the bread in- 
dustry by F. A. McGregor of the 
labor department, brought out that 
the selling cast of bread was almost 
as much as cost of the flour that 
went into it. A considerable part of 
the selling cost was for house-to- 
house delivery, 

The board said it had hesitated 
to prohibit house-to-house de- 
liveries so far, largely because of 
the heavy investments of the 
bakeries in equipment for this 
purpose and the many men em- 
ployed who would have to seek 
other jobs. With the pressure con- 
tinuing for higher bread prices 
and the feeling that in wartime 
all unnecessary service should be 
dispensed with, the board will 
continue its meetings with the 
bakers and seek some step which 
would avoid hardships on anyone 
and yet cut out the waste. 

Milk delivery comes in another 
eategory, officials said, because of 
the need to keep the milk cool. All 
groceries would not be equipped 
to provide refrigeration if the milk 
rigs went off the streets and left 
the job of retailing milk entirely 
to them,

ers of Alberta bonds, headed by J. M. 
Macdonnell of Toronto, is in the city to 
discuss with Premier William Aberhart 
and his cabinet the bonded indebtedness 
of this province.

It consists, roughly, of leaning 'wey 
forward, then as far backward 4s 
you can—that’s why they take the 
back out of the chair 
the rod rigid, and bringing it up 
with you, you either throw out 
your sacro-iliac, or move the pon- 
derous and stubborn eritter upward 
a couple of feet.

Infantile paralysis (poliomyelitis) 
cases now reported to the provin- 
cial health department, total 16. it 
was announced Thursday by Dr. A. 
C. McGugan, director of communic- 
able diseases. 

The three latest cases to be report- 
ed include two children in the 
Blackie district, near High River, 
and the third is an adult in the 
Gadsby area. The High River cases 
developed about July 15, 

It was pointed out by Dr. Me- 
Gugan that the majority of cases 
being reported contracted the dis- 
ease in July, and attention was di- 
rected toward them through pub- 
licity issued by the health depart- 
ment, Recent information dealt with 
Preventive measures. 

Total of 272 cases has been re- 
ported in Manitoba since the out- 
break of an epidemic in May. Of 
these 31° cases were reported Wed- 
nesday. Manitoba hospitals report 
156 cases receiving treatment.

It takes Judgment for a mother to 
know when to leave well enough 
alone and when to be dissatisfied 
with things as they are. 

For it is just as great a mistake 
to hold a baby back, by refusing to 


> make changes in his diet, or ways of 


eating, or by refusing to give him 
opportunities to develop and ad-| 
vance, as it is to force him to new 
stunts for which he is unready and | 
unwilling. 

When a child {s able to sit up 
he is ready, also to drink liquids 
from a cup. But just because at 
five months, perchance, he can 
drink two or three ounces of 
water and orange juice from a 
cup, does not mean that he may be 
ready to negotiate all of his bottle 
formula by cup. The whole pro- 
cess is so new and wearisome that 
the baby would be ready to stop 
drinking long before he had had 
his quota of milk. 

The wise way is to continue offer- 
Ing orange Juice and water by cup 
and some part of each milk formula, 
finishing with the bottle when baby 
acts fatigued and indifferent to it 
Tt is no crime if a baby is ©*'!] taking 
some milk from a bottle at 9 to 12 
months. However, it would be if he | 
could take all of his milk by cup if 
encouraged to do so by his mother. | 
who continues with the bottle be- 
cause she doesn’t want to be bother- 
ed by the more tiring cup-feeding. 

The baby grows and changes} 
every month of its life, and there 
are no such thing as unchanging 
habits unless the mother herself is 
reluctant to usher in a new one, 

She must be ready for changes 
from bottle to cup, from sieved foods 
to chopped or mashed foods, from 
baby in a carriage to baby in a play- 
pen. so that the baby will have the 

opportunity to acquire those new 
skills and habits which advertise his 
age and intelligence.
